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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or suggest a method for wirebonding leads of a 
plurality of lead frames being part of a lead frame assembly by wirebonding tool to 
semiconductor products mounted on the respective lead frames, the lead frame 
assembly being indexable in an index direction relative to a wirebonding frame, and 
comprising a first row of lead frames and a second row of lead frames that is adjacent 
and parallel to the first row as seen in the index direction, the lead frames being spaced 
from each other at a lead frame pitch in the index direction where the method as stated 
in the claim includes clamping the leads of n adjacent lead frames of the second row by 
a second clamp, and wirebonding the leads of the n lead frames of the second row to 
the corresponding semiconductor product. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
